If a young 
man was crossed in love, which was not. so often, he went 
over to Michigan or Norfh Dakota or got "a little queer." 
It was guite taken for granted. They don’t go on like 
that nowadays. Remember how whole families would be 
wiped out with consumption, and it was taken for grant¬ 
ed! And recall if you will, those invigorating mud roads 
of the early days. 

If the old folks had been as content with their priva¬ 
tions as our idealists are pleased to insist, we would 
have travelled backwards to homes in the caves. Thank 
goodness, they were full of modem follies and desires.

THE DOUGHTY SCOT 


“Behold how great a matter a small fire kindleth,'’ or 

words to tlhat effect. In the last week or two, the~corres- 
pondence column of the Calgary Herald has been a scene 
of conflict, rivalling the cat and the anti cat war of a few 
years ago. This time it is a batle of Scot and anti-Scot. 
The pibroch has sounded, and many a potent pen has 
dashed into the fray. A Scot seems to have started the 
trouble, by lauding the good old days, when she was com¬ 
petently brought 1 up on oatmeal and “taties”. She scof¬ 
fed at the current solicitude over undernourishment of the 
unemployed. Fire has been flashing ever since. One wri¬ 
ter deplores that this pioneer, as well as others, are still 
thinking in terms of the age of scarcity as prevailing in 
the eighteenth century. He does not believe that the ar¬ 
chaic' virtues of oatmeal and bare feet are the social me¬ 
dicine that should be applied to the modem disese. “Such 
a standard, if followed by a majority of the nation, must 
lead to poverty, barbarism and decay of national pro¬ 
gress. Where everyone saves and scrimps as much as he 
can, no motive can exist for expansion.” He quotes Sam*, 
uel Johnson who said, “The noblest prospect that a 
.Scotchman ever sees is the high road that leads up to 
England.” - 

Then the next to take up cudgels is a Scot who calls 
upon the world to survey the pinnacles in this country’s 
professional and industrial life, and it would be found 
that many of these pinnacles have been and are being 
scaled by the products of a land reared on porridge and 
taties. 

It would be quite unsafe to enter such an arena, ex¬ 
cept to agree with everyone. If the Scotch were all reared 
on the frugal bowl—which one is inclined to doubt multi¬ 
tudes of them escaped from It with a good deal of celerity 
and sought richer lands. They nave stormed the citadels 
of the world and have captured quite a proportion of 
them doing well for others as well as themselves. 

Rut there is such a thing as making a high virtue out 
of necessity. Because poverty at one time tied a great 
people to the porridge bowl does not prove that porridge 
should be the just lot of any large proportion of the Can¬ 
adian people. As a nation, we are in no condition of fam¬ 
ine. Rather, we have so great plenitude of products that 
our people must eat sparingly because we cannot se 
those products. We must go without, because we have too 
much. •

The rural telephone system in the province is in a bad. 
way. It is said that it never actually has paid its way 
a condition that has only become acute in the last few 
years, when the entire service, both urban and rural, has 
greatly diminished in revenue. But at the present time it 
becomes a question of how long the rural service can be 
continued as a drag on provincial ownership. An increased 
rural rate would be required to make it self-supporting, 
and the 60 per cent remaining subscribers could not stand 
this. 

The alternative that is presented seems to be a farm- 
owned system operating by units, with central connection 
Under such circumstances, the province accepts a very 
serious loss from book value of the system. But at least 
there is action. The districts continue to enjoy this very 
necessary facility, and the province at least is in no worse 
condition than under the present system of drift. 

When Mr. Howson was speaking here a few months ago 
he said that the rural phone service should be regarded 
as semi-social in nature. There appears to be much truth 
in this. It is little short of a necessity, particularly in 
isolated areas and in areas where the citizens have dis- 
contiinued the use of motor cars. Only a few years ago, 
the government was being urged to instal phones in 
; every rural school. To many it seemed a necessity at 
at that time..

CHAOS TO CONTROL 
BY NORMAN ANGELL 

Summary of Current Work of Great 
Writer on Economics, by. J. I). 
Maxwel) 


- Many of our readens have followed 
Norman AngeH’s writings since the 
date of his earlier book, “The Great 
Illusion," which appeared during the 
war. llis authority on international 
matters^ is well known, and-in the 
following article he presents specific¬ 
ally wherein, the people as makers or 
breakers of government have failed. 
Their adherence to principles recog¬ 
nized as evil, is contrary to their ur¬ 
gent cries for alleviation of burdens. 

“W!e hear much of impending de¬ 
mocratic collapse. This collapse is 
not inevitable, but failure is due to 
the lack of setting definitely before 
men an aim, enabling them to under¬ 
stand the mechanism of society. This 
failure of education can he remedied. 

Take War Debts 

Mr. Angell then argues that a 
more thinking attitude be taken on 
the international problem of war 
debts. “International obligations ris¬ 
ing out of war arc a continuation of 
war itse'lf. They block ihternational 
co-operation and are evil psychologi- 
ally and economicallly. Along the 
same line are tariffs. All systems of 
export bounties getting rich at the ex 
pense of another is bound to retard 
any scheme of international co-oper¬ 
ation. We might say that tariff im¬ 
position is a scheme whereby a select 
minority get rich at the expense of 
those less fortunate. 

Two Contradictory Policies 

The World has been involved in try¬ 
ing to transfer large sums of war 
debts from debtor to .creditor nations, 
and at the same time has placed ob¬ 
structions by Way of tariffs to impede 
the free circulation of trade commo¬ 
dities. 

In 1918 the British and French 
clamored for German money, not 
German goods. But Germany had less 
than I per cent in gold of the debt 
to bl, exacted. Germany offered to 
payin labor, France declined. Ameri¬ 
ca clamors for British and German 
money, and to what end ? The plain 
fact is that the average person in U. 
S.A. can see no fundamental connec¬ 
tion between debt,payment and tar¬ 
iffs and until he does little headway 
can be made. 

“People in general are economic il¬ 
literates. They make or. wreck gov¬ 
ernments, causing politicians to do 
those things that put their country 
at a disadvantage. Newspapers con¬ 
tinue to pound in the idea, “We want

Capitalism Decaying , 
....“Morover, we have noted in the 
past war period that capitalism has 
been going into decay, not the work 
of socialists,| but the work of capita¬ 
lists followifig nationalism stagger¬ 
ing under depressive blows, caused by 
is nationalism. The nationalistic doc¬ 
trines have hurled us from one per¬ 
iod of misery to another. Yet the 
hostility of the business and profes¬ 
sional man of Europe is directed at 
the socialist. It is the false—ideas of 
conservative and “patriotic” parties 
that have caused lack of security in 
militaristic states. 

Press Control of Thought 

Three quarters of the British press, 
owned by two wealthy men, for over 
ten years violently attacked any .plan 
of reparation adjustment, the very 
principle which Will eventually re¬ 
store order, and is inevitable ultim¬ 
ately. 

If w-e want economic salvation bad¬ 
ly enough, we must study intelligent¬ 
ly.

OTTAWA SPOTLIGHT 


•Wilfred Eggleston 

Just to cap a monentous session, a 
couple of Liberal members would like 
Sir Herbert Holt, Sir Charles Gor¬ 
don and other super-financiers called 
before a committee of the House to 
explain the relationship between the 
banks and the depression, the banks 
and the C.P.R. In other words, an¬ 
other Stevens’ inquiry, only projected 
towards finance instead of industry. 
I doubt whether they will get it It 
woud give Ottawa and the country 
lotsto talk about if it came off. 

The Stevens probe slackended down 
a bit, although we had a couple of 
witnesses last week who were ready 
to describe the big departmental mail 
order and chaiu stores as monstors 
devouring the prosperity of thecoun- 
try and driving workers down to sla- 
vory. So far nobody seems to be 
ready to say who it was drove the 
farmer the fisherman and the lumber 
man down to bankruptcy or a miser¬ 
able pittance. Everybody must know 
that a considerable percentage of 
those latter classes are as badly off 
as the laboring and craftsman classes 
in Canada. Did mass buying of wheat 
or fish, or lumber, bring about the 
collapse in these industries? However 
the inquiry isn’t finished yet. No 
doubt before it concludes it will have 
answered a lot more questions. 

I hear, unofficially but I think ro- 
liably, that the British miller has per¬ 
suaded the Canadian government that 
mixing Garnet wheat in with Marquis 
Red Fife and other standard varieties 
is hurting the Canadian export trade 
in the Mother country, aad that ip 
future Garnet wheat is to I be exclud¬ 
ed from No. 1, No. 2 and No. 3 Nor¬ 
thern. The British millers are willing 
to buy Garnet for blending, but they 
want to ki>ow what they are getting. 
They odn’t want mixture of Marquis 
and Garnet. 

Perhaps even before this is in print 
the government may have intrduced 
its agricultural marketing legislation. 
I hear that it is drastic and impres¬ 
sive, and that wheat as well as other 
commodities are to be subjected to 
some marketing regulations above 
and beyond what is now in distance. 

The federal government borrowed 
some money recently. Fifteen millions 
or so. They only paid 2.85 to 3.12 per 
cent interest, which is quite a saving 
from the four or five they have had 
to pay, and from the seven or eight 
you and I have to pay (when we can 
get it at all). The interesting thing 
is that instead of borrowing from the 
banks in the usual manner, the gov¬ 
ernment was able to sell treasury 
bills of $1000,000 denomination to 
other interests. In other words, to get 
afray from a bank monopoly of short¬ 
term credit. Hitherto there has been 
no short-term money market to speak 
of in Canada. This seems to be the 
beginnings of an effort to start one. 

This new bureau of translators has 
taken up four or five days of the 
time of the House. Seems a lot of 
time for a measure affecting 90 civil 
servants. Someway or other opposing 
members have discovered a vital bi¬ 
lingual issue in the proposal to pool 
all departmental translators in one 
bureau. I’m afraid the rank and file 
of Canadians won’t be deeply impres¬ 
sed by the issue. Not with such ap¬ 
palling conditions in the country 
awaiting swift and constructive ac¬ 
tion. n 

The Upper Chamber has re-intro¬ 
duced Canada’s own shipping legis¬ 
lation. It was made possible when 
Statute of Westminster freed Canada 
from the Colonial Laws Validay Act 
and other restrictive British legisla¬ 
tion, ungoverned by any Imperial Sta¬ 
tute. Meantime hospital sweepstake 
bill ran into some tangles, and will 
probably run into • lot more before 
it is law.
